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Heavy Losses Reported In South- 
ern Elko— A Stockman’s First 
Lesson—Ete. 


Regular Correspondence GazeTrTe. | : 
Exo, July 6, 1888. 

Eprror Gazette :—During the past 
few days summer seem to have 
dropped in upon us in fall force, rais- 
ing the thermometer to 100 degrees in 
the shade, which gives an impetus to 
the growth of the late crops and grasses, 
and causes an active demand for iced 
lemonade and other cooling beverages 
of the season. 

The first general rodeo and round- 
up on the south side of the railroad for 
this season was completed about the 
first of this month, and the holders of 
stock, both large and small, are now 
able to realize, with some degree of 
certainty, their respective losses. 

RANGE LOSSES. 


I regret 1 am compelled to report 


that the disastrous effects of the past 
winter is equally.as bad as was antici- 
pated during the winter by well-in- 
formed stockmen and foreshadowed in 
my March letter tothe Gazette. The 
most disastrous locality for stock dur- 
ing the past winter and early spring 
seems to have been Butte valley, sit 
uated near and along the southern line 
of Elko county. John Wright & 
Brother, and the Gedney estate of 
Ruby valley are heavy sufferera. They 
wintered a large portion of their heavy 
holdings of stock in this locality which 
has heretofore been noted for its 
abundance of feed and mild climate. . 

I am informed by Robert Harrison, 
who isa well-informed stockman and 
has rode and worked over the entire 
range, that the Wright Brothers must 
have lost not less than 33 per cent of 
the range stock that wintered in this 
locality. 

The same authority informs me that 
‘Myers Brothers, who are large hold- 
ers, have also sus“ ained severe losses, 


most of their cattle having wintered 
in the same vicinity. 

Colonel Moore, whose herd 
wintered upon the white sagebrush 
plains, in the vicinity of Deep creek, 
reports heavy losses and a meagre 
crop oifcal ves. 

Senator Hardesty of Wells wintered 
about 2,000 head of his immense band 
in Long valley, situated south of Kuby 
valley some 60 miles. This bunch is 
known as the figure 3“ cattle and is 
only a small bunch of his holding. 
tHe informed me that the round-up 
and branding of calves this spring was 
most unsatisiactory in its results. He 
will remove the major portion of this 
bunch to his extensive summer range, 
north of Wells, which he re- 
yards as one of the finest in 
Northeastern Nevada. The cattle, 
however, that passed through the or- 
deal of the winter were in fine condi- 
tion and many of the steers ready for 
market, but | noticed but few calves 
in the drive. 

J. E. Jones of Eureka, who pur- 
chased some 300 head of cows with 
calves about one year ago from E. P. 
Hardesty and others in Ruby valley, 
is doubt less one of the heaviest suffer- 
ers in Eastern Nevada from the sever- 
ity of the past winter. Not having 
any particular range of his own or 
home ranch his stock had to meet the 
winter much discouraged and in ex- 
ceedingly poor condition, having been 


worked during the summer and fall so 
inuch that they had little or no time 
to feed — first, by branding the 
calves; then by separating them out 
for sale; then again by venting them, 
alter which they were turned loose 
upon the common to do the best they 
could and then were driven up and 
down the valley by every rod acing out- 
tit that Shad cattle to separate or-cattle 
to brand, and in this way they were 
kept excited and on the move during 
the entire summer and fall; conse- 
quently under this unfavorable condi- 
tion the result of the winter could not 


be otherwise than most disastrous. 


The most of these 300 head of cows 
and calves wintered in the vicinity of 
Long valley, arid after a most thorough 
ride over the range he only branded 
31 calves. The best informed stock- 
men in this lorality believe that his 
loss will reach from 45 to 50 per cent. 
and some think even more. Mr. 
Jones is one of our most energetic and 
industrious citizens, and his many 
friends and stockmen regret his great 
loss. This is his first lesson in stock- 
raising.

Sheoting on Waverly Piace—A De- 
termination to Kill Some One. 
San Francisco, July 6. — Three 

shots were fired in rapid succession on 
Waverly Place, near Clay street this 
morning, a few minutes before noon, 
and Detective Cox and Officer Camp- 
bell, who heard the shots, gave chase 
to two Celestials who had darted down 
Clay street, overhauling them near 
the Custom House. They were taken 
to the City Prison where they gave 
the names of Chin Tong and Lou 
Dock. Two other Chinamen were by 
this time within the walls of the Old 
City Hall—one Yee Lock, in the Ke- 
ceiving Hospital, having a bad wound 
in his left hand dressed, and the other, 
Hop Lee, inacellar. The latter had 
been overhauled near the scene of the 
shooting by Officer Coleman, and a 
smoking pistol was wrested from his 
grasp. All three prisoners were 
charged with assault to murder. The 
fracas had the usual cause—a high- 
binder feud. The three shooters are 
members of the Yet Yung Gong So 
Society, while the victim belongs to 
the Suey Ong Tong. For months past 
these societies have been on a still 
hunt to reduce its rival’s membership, 
and during the noise of the Fourth, 
bands of braves would hourly appear 
near the wigwam of the enemy and 
give vent to boasting outcries and ac- 
cuse the other crowd of cowardice be- 
cause they declined to come out and 
fight when the noise of exploding fire- 
crackers furnised a moderate degree of 
security from immediate arrest. 
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SWARMING OVER. 


Arrival ef Another Let eof Cleve- 
land's Chinese Friend 

San Francisco, July 7.--The steamer 
City of New York arrived in port last 
night, after a voyage of twenty-six 
and a half days from Hongkong via 
Yokohama sixteen days. The steamer 
brought 704 Chinamen, of whom 664 
are for this port, 12for Honolulu, 2 
for Havana and 26 for Panama. Of 
the 664 who are seeking an entrance 
to this country, 343 are provided with 
return certificates, while 321 are ‘‘guar- 
antee“ men. As will be seen from 
the figures, the proportion of ‘‘guar- 
antee“ men to the total importation is 
growing larger. At the beginning of 
the year about one-third of the arriv- 
als sought an entrance on the plea of 
being prior residents, while of the 
last consignment one-half make the 
same plea. The landing of the ‘‘cer- 
tificate’’ men was begun this after- 
noon. The steamship City of Ade- 
laide of the Canadian Pacific line is 
due to-morrow with another assorted 
lot*of coolie laborers.

A New Archbishep. . 

New Oaveans, July 7.—Positiva in- 
formation has been received here that 
Pope Leo XIII has appointed the Rev. 
Francis Janson, Bishop of the diocese 
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they received information that a plot

Santa Rosa, July 6.—Last night a 
crowd of Indians at Cloverdale en- 
gaged in a general free fight that re- 
sulted in the death of Indian Dick at 


the hands of McElarney Jim. The 
fight was the outgrowth of an old feud 
in which the former killed the latter’s 
brother. McElarney said Dick killed 
his brother a year ago and went free, 
and he thought he had the same right 
to kill his brother’s slayer. During 
the melee another Indian was hit on 
the shin with a Winchester rifle and 
badly injured. MecElarney Jim sur- 
rendered himself immediately, after 
stabbing his victim seven times.
